The Council and the Schools. 


That the perpetuity 
of our Repub- 


lican 
form 
of Government 
depends 


upon the education and intelligence of 
the masses, 
is a fact long recognized 


by our 
wisest 
aud 
best 
statesmen. 


Therefore our public schools have come 
to bo regarded 
as the bulwark ol our 


civil liberty and 
the safeguard 
of our 


government. 
Anything affecting the 


efficiency of our public schools is re- 
garded with deep interest by our citi- 
zens, especially 
by tho poor who are 


not able to pay for education 
in pri- 


vate schools. 
The action of the Com- 


mon Council 
in refusing 
to levy the 


school tax becomes 
a public matter, 


and one which the community wishes 
to understand. 
To bring tbe matter 


out in a clear manner attention iscall- 
ed to the fact that the Common Coun- 
cil aud city Board of Education arc to 
become separate 
and independent 
bo- 


dies. 
Each is elected by the people to 


perform certain 
duties 
prescribed 
by 


law. 
Each 
body is responsible 
to the 


people for the discharge 
of its duties. 


Neither body has any oversight or in- 
spection over the other. 
The mem- 


bers of each body take an oath of of- 
fice, which is signed 
by each member 


of tbe Common 
Council, as well as 


each member of tbe Board of Educa- 
tion, "to discbarge 
his 
duties 
as a 


member of (the body to which he be- 
longo) to the best of his ability." 
Un- 


der ttm oath 
the school law required 


the Board 
of Education, 
before 
the 


city tax is levied, to make an estimate 
of tbe money 
needed to carry on tbe 


public 
schools 
of the city for ten 


months, and to furnish a statement of 
tbe amount 
needed 
to tbe Common 


Council. 
The law then provides that 


?"Thereupon 
the Common 
Couucil 


shall levy and collect a tar (In connec- 
tion with the other taxes) sufficient to 
raise the amount,'' fixed by the Board 
of Education. 
The Board of Educa- 


tion prepared 
and 
furnished 
to the 


Common 
Council 
the statement 
re- 


quired, which amounted 
to a tax of 


eighteen 
cents 
on each 
100 dollars. 


The conimittoe of tbe Common Coun- 
cil, Messrs. Robinson 
and Teed, 
re- 


ported the amount 
of the tax 
and 


stated that the Council had no discre- 
tion In the matter, but were compelled 
to levy the tax. ftut a majority of 
tbe 
Commou 
Couucil 
deliberately 


voted to cut tbe tax down to ten cents, 
several 
members 
publicly expressing 


their hostility to the public schools. 
Last 
year 
the Common 
Council 
did 


the same 
thing, and this put the city 


to the extra expense 
of some $P2OO to 


call 
an 
election 
for tho purpose 
of 


voting a special school tax to carry on 
the public schools and provide for the 
accommodation 
of the children. 
The 


Board of Education, 
seeing 
that the 


city must tigain be put to this unnee- 
sary expense for a special 
election, or 


that the schools must be closed 
for a 


part of the year, applied to the Dis- 
trict Court for a mandamus 
to compel 


the Common Council to discharge its 
duty and levy and collect the tax de- 
manded. 
On tho hearing of the man- 


damuß the only defence ofthe Council 
was that the time for Axing the rate 
of tax had passed, 
and the books were 


in the hands of the Tax Collector, and 
that 
the 
Board 
of Education 
were 


without 
remedy. 
It was 
admitted 


also that the Common Council had no 
right 
or discretion to refuse 
to levy 


the tax. and 
that they had 
delayed 


levying tho tax until the last day, so 
that the Board of Education could not 
in time 
get 
out 
a mandamus. 
In 


other words, having taken 
an oath of 


ofllce "to discharge 
their duty to the 


best of their ability,'' they refuse 
to 


discharge their duty and 
use the best 


of their ability to prevent 
the 
courts 


from compelling 
them to discharge 


that 
duty. 
The 
court 
granted 
the 


mandamus, 
aud 
Thursday 
night 
the 


Council held its usual 
meeting. 
Did 


it levy the tax? 
Xo. 
But members 


of the Council actually asked if there 
was 
any 
way to avoid 
it without 


becoming 
personally 
responsible. 


Other members 
of the Council under- 


took to censure 
the 
management of 


the Board of Education, 
and 
a com- 


mittee was appointed 
to see what had 


beeu done with the money already ap- 
propriated for the use 
of the Board of 


Education. 
The 
members 
of 
the 


Council should 
know that the Board 


of Education and 
its management 
is 


not under the inspection of the Coun- 
cil. It is an independent body created 
by law and its duties prescribed 
by 


law. 
The Council might just as well 


criticise the management 
of the Dis- 


trict Court and appoint a committee 
to examine into its proceedings. 
The 


Council 
having 
adjourned 
without 


obeying 
the mandamus, 
aje now in 


contempt of Court. 
The law provides 


as a penalty in such 
cases 
that " the 


corporation or board, 
or such persons 


upon whom the writ has been person- 
ally served, 
has, without just excuse, 


refused 
or neglected to obey the same, 


the Court may, 
upon motion, impose 


a line not exceeding 
£1,000, or impris- 


onment not exceeding 
three months, 


and may make the order necessary 
to 


enforc* the writ.'' 
We hope that our 


public schools willsufficiently educate 
the rising generation 
that when they 


become 
members 
of 
the 
Common 


Council they willknow enough toobey 
the law, especially after being ordered 
to do so by mandamus, 
without wait- 


ing to be punished 
for contempt 
of 


Court. 


The Council and the Teachers. 


Tbe Common Council oftb.il city is 


ft reformatory body. 
It goes in for the 


improvement 
of all other 
bodies 
and 


does even go so far as to appoint 
a 


committee to investigate charges that 
bribes have been offered to some of its 
members, but though 
two 
meetings 


have been held since that 
committee 


was appointed no report has been made 
nor has the matter been 
aluded to 
in 


open session. 
This tardiness 
is 
how- 


ever in 
a great 
measure 
due 
to the 


fact that the Council has 
been 
siezed 


with a notion that our school teachers 
are paid more salary than they 
earn; 


that the Superintendent 
is receiving 


more pay than his services 
are worth 


and that the Board of Education 
is 


not careful enough of the fuuds. 
"We 


like to aid and assist the Council iv its 
virtuous work and in 
order to enable 


the members 
to determine 
whether 


the teachers really earn their pittance 
or not we reprint from tho School- 
Master the report of the city 
Public 


Schools for the month ending Sept. 24 
1875, which we think

are numerous 
orange 
orchards,

oldest one about) twenty years' growth, 
but the bulk of them 
have been set 
out within five years. The profits from 
orange 
culture 
aie 
said 
to be very 
great, though 
this may 
arise in part 
from the fact that the supply is not 
now equal 
to the demand, it takes 


from seven to ten years 
to bring the 


trees 
to hearing; 
and 
as 
there have 


been 
great 
numbers 
planted within 
five years, 
it 
is possiblo 
the 
profits 
may hereafter 
be cut down. 
Ou the 
other hand it is asserted 
that the de- 


mand for the fruit as far east as Chica- 
go and St. Lou,is is growing, and there 
is no, dang*? of over-production if the 
whole of the available 
land were de- 


voted to oranges, 
aud their congeners, 


lemons and limes. 
I have heard that as much as 52,500 
per acre has been reaped

ange trees, in a single season;

One great advantage 
the hor- 


ticulturists here have over those of tbe 
Gulf and 
Atlantic const 
is that the 


crop can he picked at convenience, 
or 


as wanted for market, tiie orauges re- 
maining ou the trees without rotting, 
as is the case 
in moi9ter climates.

saw 
myself the 
oranges 
remaining 


over from last winter hanging on the 
trees side by side with the half grown 
crop of this year, and 
found them al- 


most as fresh and juicy as if just ri- 
pened.

that 
all the 


fruits raised in this section 
may also 


be raised in tho Sacramento
